Anarchy and its punishment was the 
subject of debate at yesterday’s session 
of the Senate. Mr McComa* io<’k the 
ground that an attack against the 
President I* a crime against the penc- 
of the United States, and said this gave 
Federal Jurisdiction. He advocated 
death for assailant* of the President 
and for thope who procure assault*. Mr. 
Hoar favored a desolate island to 
which, by international agreement, ail 
the anarchists of the world might be 
banished. 

The American Federation of Labor 
yesterday settled the color line ques¬ 
tion. which was brought up in the form 
of a protest against the seating of a 
delegate from the Cential labor body of 
Richmond. Va.. on the ground that the 
labor body refused to take In a colored 
organization of that city. The conven¬ 
tion seated the delegate and ordered the 
organization of a colored central body 
In Richmond. 

The People’s Light and Power Com¬ 
pany of Frankfort has brought suit 
against the Capital Light and Power 
Company to have the latter’s charter 
annulled on the ground of its exclusive 
right under a purchased franchise to 
operate in Frankfort. The Capital com¬ 
pany is operating under a charter 
granted by the Municipal Council.

IN FIVE SEPARATE COUNTS. 


Verdict. If Adverse. May Be Given the 
Public By the President. 


CABINET TO CONSIDER TO-DAY. 


The scene of the troubles In Hopkins 
county, so far as public Interest \bjuji\- 
cerned, has shifted to the Federal Court 
in Louisville, where a motion to make 
permanent the temporary restraining 
order issued against the striking miners 
will he heard. The St. Bernard Min¬ 
ing Company will ask to be taken under 
the protection of the order. 


The Louisville School Board last night 
made many changes in its rule*, the 
most Important being one which keeps 
the pupils at school fifteen minutes 
longer each day. The time is added to 
the recesses, rather than to the sessions, 
however. One member expressed a 
hope that this would ultimately lead to 
the double-session system. 


There now seems no doubt about the 
statement that former Gov. Bradley Is 
after the scalp of Collector Roberts. 
MaJ A. T. Wood, of ML sterling, said 
last night that he lou-nd«d making an 
active right for the place. It la gen¬ 
erally understood that the former Gov¬ 
ernor has slated MaJ. Wood to succeed 
Mr. Roberts. 


The Washington correspondent of the 
Chicago Inter Ocean is authority for a 
report that the Schley Court of Inquiry 
has found against the Rear Admiral In 
at least five of the ten counts In the 
precept.

Washington correspondent of the Inter 
Ocean telegraphs his paper to-night a® 
follows: 

•While the Schley Court of Inquiry Is 
not expected to make its report for a 
week or ten days. It is understood that 
the three Admirals have practically con¬ 
cluded their work, and the only delay 
is in the preparation of the formal re¬ 
port. The proceedings of the court 
have been carefully guarded from the 
time the public hearings were closed, 
hut there U a well-founded and well- 
grounded report in naval circles that 
the court has found against Rear Ad¬ 
miral Schley on at least five counts. 

‘There are ten count® in the specifi¬ 
cations of the precept, and it Is im¬ 
possible to say on which of these the 
court finds against Rear Admiral 
Schley. Naval officers who have fol¬ 
lowed closely the whole course of the 
Inquiry believe that Schley will he crit¬ 
icised for the delay of the Hying squad¬ 
ron off Clenfuegos; for his misrepre¬ 
sentations of the reasons for returning 
to Key West; for his disobedience of 
orders in making the retrograde move¬ 
ment; for his failure to destroy the 
Colon, and for conduct unbecoming an 
officer and gentleman in the Schley-

Seems Sure of Criticism. 

“It is regarded as possible that the 
court may group several of these speci¬ 
fication® in a general criticism on the 
conduct of Rear Admiral Schley; but 
that lie will be severely criticised there

“The members of the court practically 
made up their mind® in the last days of 
the public hearings*. And it is said Ad¬ 
miral Dewey was ready to sign a report 
shortly after the court began Its exec¬ 
utive session®. The hero of Manila has 
a practical and democratic way of going 
at puzzling queetion®. and he was ready 
to drop formality and proceed to write 
the general rejwrt upon the case.

garded. The question at Issue I* 
whether the verdict shall be presented 
to the public by President Roosevelt 
himself or by Secretary Long 

“Tim fact that tIt*' President is con¬ 
cerned over the manner In which it shall 
be made public is taken as an Indication 
that the verdict w ill not be particularly 
friendly to Kern Admiral Bchley. Secre- 
tary Long ha* been hocu*«v 1 ..Thelng In \ 
sympathy with the antl-Srhley men. ] 
and h Is thought Mr. Roosevelt desires 
to shield his Secretary as much as pos¬ 
sible from the onslaught of criticism 
which undoubtedly would follow the an¬ 
nouncement of an unfavorable finding. 

It Is raid he believes the people would 
he much more sparing In their criticism 
If the report monies direct to them from 
the President, rather than from the 
Secretary of the Navy." 


Springfield. Mass.. Dec. 5.—(Special.] 
—Booker T. Washington, the famous 
colored educator, was refused accom¬ 
modations at three Springfield hotels 
last nlght.\ Prof. Washington finally se¬ 
cured a room at the Russell Hotel. The 
Incident has resulted in much comment. 
The hotels which are alleged to have 
turned Prof. Washington away are the 
leading houses of the city. The pro¬ 
prietors claimed to-day that Prof. 
Washington had been refused accom¬ 
modations because there were no va¬ 
cant rooms. 

“It is true.” said the proprietor of one 
hotel to-night, “that we were obliged to 
refuse thirty or forty others. The re¬ 
fusal was not based on Prof. Washing¬ 
ton’s color, but was made necessary 
by the overcrowded condition of the 
hotel.*' 

“If Prof. Washington was turned 


away It was because the hotel was 
crowded," said the ulght clerk of anoth¬ 
er hotel. Clerks on duty in other hotels 
lust night say that they had room® at 
their disposal at 10 o'clock. the titmi at 
which Prof. Washington arrived in 
Springfield. 

Prof. Washington was on his way to 
Northampton, where he spoke before 
ihe .Smith College young women in As¬ 
sembly Hall this nfornlng on "The Race 
Problem In the South."

Washington, Dec. 6.—Senator McCom- 
asj of Maryland, made an extended 
and carefully-prepared speech In the 
8eh*fe to-day. with anarchy for hie* 
tbOine. and was followed with gome 
brief remarks by Mr. Hoar, of Massa¬ 
chusetts. on the difficulties in the way 
of dealing with anarchist assassin*. 
Mr. McComa*’ remark® showed careful 
examination of the legal authorities. He 
maintained 1 that Congress had full 
power under the Constitution to enact a 
law punishing with death any person 
killing a Resident, or assaulting the 
President with intent to kill, or aiding. 
Inciting or procuring such an act He 
favored rigid provision* In the immi¬ 
gration laws for the deportation of 
alien anarchists. Much of the speech 
was devoted to an explanation ol the 
dangerous doctrines of anarchy ami the 
extent to W'hlch these doctrines had 
he^n propagated within recent years. 

Senator Hoar’* remarks were interest¬ 
ing a® coming from the venerable chair¬ 
man of the Judiciary Committee, which 
will have much to do with the framing 
of nn> legislation on this subject. He 
said the difficulty was that aswttslns of 
Kings and ruh rs always gloried in their 
crimes, and were in nowise deterred by 
the fear of punishment. The most ef¬ 
fective remedy, he suggested, would be 
to have the civilized nation* of the 
world agree upon some desolate ®pot on 
the earth’s surface, to which all an¬ 
archist* who upheld araamlnmIon or 
the overthrow of government should bc 
transported. In «ueb a community the 
anaj-rhist could I'arry out hi® theories 
f living without government, and the 
be rid of hi® presence, 
passed a bill extending the 
industrial Commission until

QUIET PREVAILS TN MISSOURI. 


Madisonv! 11e. Ky., Dec. 6 — [Fpecla’ ]— 
Adjt. Gen. Murray return d from Frank¬ 
fort last night and spent to-day In con¬ 
ference with County Judge Hat! and 
Judge-elect C. C. Givens regarding the 
strike situation here. At the conference 
to-day Gen. Murray made known Gov. 
Beckham's views on the subject, and 
said that he was Instructed by the Gov¬ 
ernor to suppress all kinds of lawless¬ 
ness in Ifopklns county, regardless of 
the cost. What was done at the con¬ 
ference has not been made public. It 
Is believed, however, that a plan of cam¬ 
paign was dt-olded on.

MISSOURI MINERS ARE QUIET. 

Governor Has Sent State Officials To 
Scene of Trouble. 

Rich Hill. Mo.. Dec. 6.—No Important 
developments In the mining strike situ¬ 
ation have arisen to-day and everything 
Is quiet and orderly here to-night. The 
Sheriff of Bates county to-day sent a 
telegram to Gov. Dockery asking that 
State troops be brought here at once, 
but no militiamen have arrived and 
none Is expected unless there should be 
more rioting. 

Gov. Dockery ordered Adjt. Gen. 
Cameron, the State Labor Commission¬ 
er, the State Mine Inspector and the 
State Board of Mediation and Arbitra¬ 
tion to come here at once and try to 
settle the trouble. The Governor stated 
that if the efforts of those he had or¬ 
dered to come were futile he would call 
out the militia to suppress the strikers. 
Some of the official* of the coal com¬ 
panies have been In conference with 
miners, union and nonunion, all after¬ 
noon. but no agreement has been 
reached. 

WARRANTS FOR RIOTERS. 

Two Alleged Leaders of Vincennes 
Raid Arrested. 

Washington. Ind . Dec. 6.—[Special.]— 
Judge Cobb this morning Issued bench 
warrants for the arrest of twenty-eight 
union coal miners who reside In this 
city, Cannelburg and Montgomery. 
They are charged with visiting Vln* 
cennes. closing down a nonunion mine, 
wrecking a nonunion miners’ boarding¬ 
house and beating up eight of the occu¬ 
pants. To-day Sheriff McCord arrested 
Harley Abbott and Mayfield Carr, two 
of the alleged leaders, and wholesale ar¬ 
rests are to follow*. 

ACQUITTED OF CHARGE.

Hay-Pauncefote Treaty. 

The text of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty, now hefore the Senate for con¬ 
firmation. has been made public. It is 
as follows: 

The United State** of America and I La 
Majesty, Edward VII., of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
and of the British Dominion* Beyond 
the Seas, King and Emj»eior of India, 
being desirous of facilitating the con¬ 
st ruction of a ship canal to connect Lhe 
Atlantic and Pacific oceans by whatever 
route may be considered expedient, and 
to that end to remove any objection 
which may ar.se out of the convention 
of the I9ih of April, 1S50, commonly 
called the Clay Lon-Hulwer treaty, to the 
construction of such canal under the 
auspices of th** Government of the 
Unrtted States without impairing the gen¬ 
eral principle of neutral ration establish¬ 
ed in Article H of than convention, have 
for that purpose appointed as their 
tdeniputenr.nr.es: 

The President of the United States; 
John Hay, Secretary of State of the 
United State?# of America and Hi* Majes¬ 
ty Edward VII.. of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and In hind, and 01 the 
British Dominions Beyond the Sen*. King 
and Enu-peror of lnd:u: Lhe Kt.

H*.a Majesty’s Ambassador Extraordinary 
ami Plenipotentiary to the United 
States. 

ARTICLE I. 

The high contracting part** agroe

ARTICLE II. 

It is agreed that the canal may 
be constructed under the au*p.ces 
of the Government of the United Stst<*s, 
either directly at its own cost, or by gift 
or loan of money to individuals or corpo¬ 
rations, or through pubscrlptl'cn to oi pur¬ 
chase of stock or shares, and that, subject 
to the pruvrs.ons of the present treaty, the 
said Government shall have and enjoy all 
the righ.s Incident to such construction, 
as well as the exclusive right of prov fl¬ 
ing for the regulation and management of 
the canal.

Suez Conditions Imposed. 


Columbus, O.. Dec. 5.—Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Sheets to-day rendered an opinion 
construing the Ohio debenture law. 
Prior to 1900 the law permitted de¬ 
benture companies* to enter the State 
upon desalting $25,000 with the State 
Treasurer, and an additional amount of 
2S per cent, of their gross receipt* until 
the aggregate amounted to $100,000. 

The Attorney General holds that any 
such company desiring to enter the 
State after the law of 1900 went into ef¬ 
fect must deposit $100,000 at once with 
the Stat** Treasurer. The Dayton De¬ 
benture Company wishes to continue 
doing business under the old law. It 
having been In existence prior to 19fi»>, 
but the Attorney General holds that it 
must bv regarded as a new company, 
and be required to put up the regula¬ 
tion deposit of $100,000.

ARTICLE III. 

The United Stares adopts ai 
basis of the neutralization of 
ship canal the* following rule*, 
stum tally as embodied in the convention 
of Constsmlnopln, signed the 2Kih Octo¬ 
ber, ISM, for the free navigation of the 
Suez canal, that Is to say:

Frankfort, Ky.. Dec. 5.—(Special.]— 
An Important suit was filed to-day In 
the Franklin Circuit Court by the Peo¬ 
ple’s Electric Light and Power Com¬ 
pany against the Capital Gas and Elec¬ 
tric Light Cumpan). A decision of It 
involves, for the first time. Judicial con¬ 
struction of Section 164 of *»the r.uuai- 
tution. which provides for the granting 
and letting of franchises by rountles 
and cities to electric light, telephone, 
telegraph, street railway, water and 
heating companies. 

The People’s Electric Light and P.-wer 
Company purchased at public sale, as 
required by the Constitution, the right 
to furnish electric lights and power for 
the city of Frankfort for twenty years, 
and claim that such purchase, under 
the Constitution, gives them the ex¬ 
clusive right In the matter as against 
corporations who operate under prlvaic 
contract with the city itr under mere 
consent of the City Council. Meat every 
telephone, telegraph, el-ctrlc'light, street 
railway, water and heating company 
doing business in Kentucky will be af¬ 
fected by the decision in this case. The 
plaintiffs ate represented by former 
Chief Justice Hazelrlgg and Messrs. 
John W. Ray and C. P Chenault. 


TOLSTOI’S DEATH WILL 

BE KEPT FROM PUBLIC. 


Church Will Not Bury Him and Rus¬ 
sian Authorities Fear Popular 
Indignation. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. G.~A correspond¬ 
ent. commenting on the circumstantial 
reports of the lllnes?, death and burial 
of Count Tolstoi which have recently 
appear, d, coji trad lets them on the bet?t 
authority. He «ays Count Tolstoi Is suf¬ 
fering from a severe cold and fatigue 
resulting from overindulgence In bis 
favorite exercise, riding There Is, 
however, no cause for Immediate anx¬ 
iety regarding hie condition. 

The circulation of the reports, says 
the correspondent, was caused by tile 
widespread belief that when Tolstoi 
does die the new* will he kept by the 
censorship from the public ns long its 
possible. The ecclesiastical authorities 
cannot accord Christian burial to Tol¬ 
stoi, as they have recently denounced 
him as a heretic. The refusal to allow 
the rites of the national church at the 
grave of Tolst 1 1» sure to provoke an 
outburst of Indignation all over KucPlh. 
It Is therefore believed that the censor¬ 
ship will employ every means In Its 
power to suppress the news of Tolstoi's 
death and burial when they occur. 


Frankfort. Ky., Dec. 6.—[Special.]— 
The Appellate Court, Judge Hobsoit 
writing the opinion, construes the sec¬ 
tions 1.663 and 1,554 to 1.561 of the Ken¬ 
tucky statutes to mean that forty days* 
notice must be given by a political 
party of the holding 'df a primary elec¬ 
tion. and that the committee cannot 
close entries of candidates until fifteen 
days before the day fixed for holding 
it. 

The construction of throe sections of 
the statutes was raised In the case of 
W. E. Eagan against A A. Oerme and 
others, member? of the committee, np- 
p#*ale 1 from the Kenton Circuit Court. 
The ruling is a reversal of the 
judgment of the lower court. 
JucIk*’ Hobion voiced the opinion 
of the court. In September. IS97. a 
primary election was culled In Kenton 
county to nominate candidates for State 
Senator and other officers, to be held 
on October 15 following. The commit¬ 
tee fixed September 25 ns the last day 
for entries. On September 30 Eagan of¬ 
fer'd to pay his assessment, and It wa» 
refused. He applied for a mandamus 
againet the committee to require It to 
place his name on the ballot. The lower 
court sustained the committee.

Tnylor County Must Pay. 

The judgment of the Taylor Circuit 
Court In the case of the Bank of Co¬ 
lumbia against Taylor county was re¬ 
vere d by the court. Judge Hobson 
writing the opinion. The action was by 
the Appellant bank to recover from the 
county on a note for $4,120 executed in 
March. ISiH. and secured by $9,000 of 
old county railroad bonds. The lower 
court gave judgment for the amount of 
the note, but as to the liens on the 
bonds the case was continued, and at 
a subsequent term the petition was dls- | 
missed, so far as It sought a lien on the 
bonds. The bank after this moved the 
Fiscal Court to make a levy to pay its 
Judgment. This the ccurt refused to do, 
and the bank filed a mandamus to com- 
pel it to make a levy for this purpose. 
The k>wcr court sustained a demurrer 
to the answer of the hank to a demurrer 
to th#* petition. The ground of the 
ruling nt the lower court was that the 
money having been borrowed since the 
adoption of the new Constitution, power | 
to make the levy is taken away by Sec¬ 
tion 157. against an Increase of the tax 
rate. The reversal by the court here of 
the Judgment is on the express excep¬ 
tion of the Section 157. which provides 
that k levy may be made if “It should 
be necessary to enable such city, town, 
county or taxing district to pay the In¬ 
terest on and provide a sinking fund for 
the extinction of Indebtedness contract¬ 
ed before the adoption of this Constitu¬ 
tion.’* The court here says that the 
lower court should have ordered the 
Fiscal Court to make a levy to pay the 
indebtedness to the bank.

This statute should make It a crime 
with penalty off Imprisonment for a term 
of years tor any person to knowingly be¬ 
come or continue to be a member of any 
association, club, or ussembly where any 
person or person* advise or incite any 
of the offenses before mentioned. 

Such statute should make It a crime 
punishable by imprisonment for u term 
of years for any person or persons to 
threaten nr to »p*;ik, w rite, print o» pub 
ILh any works or declarations soutise.lng, 
advising, or Inciting other persons to w li 
fully kill or to aaonull with Intent tn kill 
the President. The prohibitions, crimes 
and penalties of the |m>.sIh 1 laws to sup¬ 
press fraudulent and lottery schemes 
should be extended to include the sending 
through the rqalls written nr printed an¬ 
archist docununts or newspaper counsel¬ 
ing or advising the crimes In this statute 
mentioned, or counseling or ad*. Islng the 
subversion or destruction by force and 
violence of the Government of the United 
States. 

But this statute would l>o incomplete 
unless it Included one other feature. It 
should make it a crime punishable with 
a term of Imprisonment for two or mors 
while In the United States, to conspu* 
and .onfedcrate to commit any ont o$ 
the crimes mention#d upon any President. 
King or other head of n State, of any 
republic, kingdom, or empire, or other 
sovereign State, or for any person to so¬ 
licit, persuade, or propose to any otbe 
person to murder the head of a State, of 
any republic, kingdom, empire, or other 
sovereign State, international o »mlty re¬ 
quires this. No one doubts that a con¬ 
spiracy in one nation to kill the head of 
another Stilt#* Is itn offense against the 
law of nations. 

We should enact laws to exp«*l and to 
exclude alien anarchists. We shall, ut 
this session, with unanimity re-enact the 
Chinese exclusion acts I will cheerfully 
vote to exclude th* 1 * hordes of China and 
prevent the competition of Chinese ch#?up 
labor. Far more readily will I vote to ex 
dud#* alien anarchists here now. We 
have naturalized and even native anarch¬ 
ists In our midst. With these we must 
contend In other fashion. Why should 
we not, as we may, expel alien anarchists 
for cause? 

The Senator also urged numerous 
amendments of the Immigration laws 
with a view to excluding anarchists. In 
conclusion he said; 

At all times the body of the plain peo¬ 
ple whom Lincoln loved, and upon whom 
McKinley haned, are Its unfailing de¬ 
fenders. This great |>eople, faring the 
hideous peril of anarchism, taught by 
their sorrow to think straight and see 
clear, now rate more highly than ever the 
value of their Government, prize mor# 
than ever Its benefits which are theirs to 
tgioy snd theirs to transmit. More than 
ever bt*fore are now revealed to them 
Its blessings. Us glory and lts power.

TO MONOPOLIZE 

THE FEEDING GROUNDS. 


Following Is the letter of President 
Roosevelt, transmitting the treaty to 
the Senate: 


Wyoming Sheepmen Are Forming a 
Big Combine To Shut Out the 
Utah Herd Owners. 


Cheyenne. Wyo., Dec. 5.—A gigantic 
combine Is being formed at Rawlins by 
the sheepmen of what Is known as the 
Sweetwater country for the purpose of 
excluding Utah fiockmsvsters and local 
cattlemen from encroaching upon the 
Red Desert .winter ranges In Sweetwa¬ 
ter Valley. It is proposed to lease and 
buy from the Union Pacific every al¬ 
ternate section which is owned by the 
company and thereby control approxi¬ 
mately 1.500,000 acres of the winter 
feeding ground in the West. 

By leasing all the land, which will 
give them control of alternate Govern¬ 
ment sections, the sheepmen will hold 
full control, and range conflicts, which 
have been frequent, will come to an end. 

The shopmen who propose to lease 
the land have offered the railroad com¬ 
pany a rate of one cent per acre, or 
$4,800 per year for the land. The propo¬ 
sition has been wired to the Union Pa¬ 
cific general land ofTW at Omaha, and 
It Is expected that the deal will be 
closed in a few days.

At the conclusion of Mr. McComufc* 
remarks Mr. Hoar (Mass.) ppoke briefly 
along the same lines. He said that 
while he heartily agreed with much that 
had bven said, yet the great difficulty In 
all there cases of assassination was that 
the ass-win was willing and anxious 
to give up his life. Fear of consequences 
did not in any way deter such an as¬ 
sassin. Such was the cuse with the as¬ 
sassin of William of Orange, who wel¬ 
comed the torture inflicted upon him. 
Every assassin of a foreign ruler had 
expected early and certain death. The 
multiplication of punishments for the 
act itsdf, therefore, would accomplish 
little. Much good might be accomplish¬ 
ed in limiting the circulation of fanat¬ 
ical doctrines. Bui the Senator believed 
that a much more effective remedy 
could be secured If by common consent 
of nil civilized nations* some tract of 
land somewhere on the earth's surface, 
hemmed In from the outer world, could 
be set aside for the conllneiqent of those 
who counseled the killing of rulers or 
the overthrow of governments. 

“Let the anarchists have an object 
lesson.” the Senator paid, “and let the 
world have an object lesson. Let there 
be a little Inoculation of anarchy into 
the anarchist himself, and let him have 
an anarchistic government among his 
followers.” 

Mr. H*»ar said banishment would l»e 
a proper punishment under the Consti¬ 
tution. and if all nations would agree 
that every Pjrh person he sent to a 
spot where there was no government. 
It would he an effective remedy. Cer¬ 
tainly, the anarchist could not com¬ 
plain. for In being transported to a 
place of no government he would have 
leached big Utopia. 

Mr. McComas' resolution was then 
laid aside for discussion later.

The Sheriff landed the 
negroes safely in Jail here, and has 
taken precautions to resist the mob 
In case one Is formed. 

J. W. Dorsey and Marshal Fale Atkin¬ 
son went to the turpentine qunrters 
near Opp yesterday afternoon to arreat 
a negro who was accused of stealing a 
pistol from a white man. The negro 
was barricaded in his cabin, and fired 
on the men as they approached. 

It developed that the negro had about 
fifty of hls fellow workmen in the house 
with him. A general buttle ensued, In 
which Dorsey was killed and Atkinson 
fatally wounded. A white man named 
Fitzsimmons who was w*lth them was 
ehot twice In the leg. Two negroes 
were killed, and several others w*ere 
wounded. The names of these are at 
present unknown. 

The attempt to capture the negroes 
at that time was given up and Sheriff 
Bradshaw was sent foe. He left Anda¬ 
lusia at once for Opp with deputies and 
dogs, and returned to-day with twen¬ 
ty-two negroes.

THE WHEAT CROP 


GIVES NO PROMISE OF BEING A 
RECORD-BREAKER. 


THE COMMISSIONER’S REPORT. 


A Decrease In the Number of Cattle- 
Final Crop Summary of 
the Season. 


Frankfort, Ky.. Dec. 6.—(Special.]— 
The final crop report of the season has 
been Issued from the State Agricultural 
Department. It la made up by Com¬ 
missioner Nall from the reports of cor¬ 
respondents in about 100 counties, and 
is devoted mostly to the condition of 
the growing crop of wheat, which does 
n**t at this early time Indicate that It 
will be a record-breaker. The cattle to 
b<» fed during the winter are' only 67 
per cent, of the stock of last winter, 
and many of them In different sections 
are reported to be suffering fn»m a dis¬ 
ease resembling “black leg.’’* 

The report reads: 

The December report being the last un¬ 
til spring, may be considered the "round 
up" of the crop year. Gorrespondonts have 
a bettor opportunity to Judge of condi¬ 
tions sflfectlng the growing small grain and 
the matured corn. Th** latter crop loses 
2 points, and is figured at 52 per cent, of 
an av«*ragc crop, while th** quality la 
given at N) x*cr cent. The complaint, al¬ 
most universal, in that it Is I'.ght and 
chaffy and badly worm eaten. The scant 
crop of corn, even with the efforts made 
«o HOctire a larger crop of other pro- 
vender. would be wish(T l. i* in to carry over 
the usual number of live stork, but tho 
cat mate.- given by correspondents show 
that Dt** number of all da esc* of domestic 
slo* k l* from 10 to 83 i**r cent, below the 
tiumber of tot y**ar and perhaps *umc- 
what lower ns compared with the ten- 
year average. This xhows Dial farmers 
have tr nrm* d down to suit the scanty crop 
of corn. Till** Is especially true of swine, 
which tire reporttd at 67 per cent, of U*t 
year’s supply.

The Wheat Outlook. 

Wheat sowing was continued until quite 
late, some bring sown as late as Novem¬ 
ber 15. The ground In many parts of the 
State hue been too dry fur thorough prep¬ 
aration. arid the conditions as a whole 
cannot bo said to be the beet. The late 
sown wheat fa not alt up yet. and the 
continued dry weather s very unfavorable 
to ,t. There 5ome complaint of fly hav¬ 
ing appeared, but this is not so generally 
observed us whs the case Inst year at 
th'.a time, und the probabilities of escape 
from disastrous ravages from the pest are 
flattering. From Indications the crop will 
not be a record-breaker, even with the 
best of conditions from now until harvest. 
The prt>?TKH't for winter oats fall* off 
from the sumo causes, ami rye loses 2 
points alro. though there was nn effort 
made by farmers m Increase the breadth 
of sowing of th!» grain.

Tobacco. 

Tobacco, while pretty well up to an 
average In quality In the western part of 
the State, falls below In the central anil 
eastern sections, Burley Is reported very 
poor in quality In most of the Bltiegrass 
counties and In the mountain sections, 
and bring* the percentage down to 7*t, 
68 and *’d respectively for divisions 3, I 
and 5. It >s curing up with green spots 
or splotches, which injures the quality 
and makes buyers more critical. Th* 
weather has been unfavorable for strip¬ 
ping, and the new crop is not being mar¬ 
ket ed as soon us usual. 

• • • 

Live Stock. 

The general condition of live stock Is 
below the average, due mostly to disease 
among cattle following their being turned 
Into the stock fields, where It is supposed 
they eat the corn smut, and that it is a 
poison causing a disease resembling "black 
leg.” Some scientific invest gatlons have 
been undertaken to prove this. but. It is 
claimed, failed to trace the trouble to 
corn smut. However, the disease devel¬ 
ops when the cattlr are turned on the 
stock field* nn-l eons»s when they are re¬ 
moved. though often the loss*-** may be 
due to Impu tion of the stomach from 
greedily -.wallowing too much Immature 
fodder, which this year was dried up on 
the early corn and much of it frosted on 
the late corn. _

LEADER SAYS HE IS OLD 


RECOMMENDS A YOUNG MAN. 


Chicago. Dec. 5.—A New York tele¬ 
gram to the Tribune say a: • 

After an interview lasting more than 
an hour with Senator Tim Sullivan at 
the Democratic Club Tuesday, Richard 
Croker admitted that hi* leadership of 
Tammany Hall was at an end. 

"I am old and worn out." raid Mr. 
Croker. "I will do little leading after 
this. I am tired of being the wrheel 
horse for everybody in the organiza¬ 
tion. 

"I can’t stand it any longer. The 
work I have 'to do in that position is 
enormous. Nobody knows what I 
have had to stand since the beginning 
of the campaign. Since the election It 
has been even worse. 

• • • 

Leader Must Remain At Post. 

"The leader of Tammany Hull should 
be h*re all the year round to be In 
touch with the situation personally. 
My health will not permit me to do that 
any longer. I have to go to England. 
I will probably not leave here before 
February. 1 cannot say now when I 
will return. 

"A young and more active main 
should be at the head of Tammany 
Hull. t He should be a man who can 
remain here and stand the brunt of the 
battle throughout the year. 1 can ray 
nothing as to who is the proper man. 
but he will be found when the time 
comes. 

• • • 

Devery Deemed Competent. 


"There has been a great deal of talk 
about Devery. 1 have said that Devery 
has proved to be a competent head of 
the police force. He met emergencies, 
like great crowds and strikes. In a 
thoroughly competent manner. I don’t 
know much about him since he has 
been in his present position, for 1 have 
been away. 

"If all that Is said about Devery Is 
true he ought to be In prison—yes, 1 
may say. he ought almost to h*' hanged. 

"I never saw Devery preside at the 
police trials, and only have the news¬ 
paper reports as to what he did. But 
for the life of me I can't see why a 
Democrat should vote the Republican 
ticket because Devery scolded a police¬

"It Is nonsense, too, to begin at this 
time to talk nb**ut Democratic candi¬ 
dates for Governor next year. Let the 
party get together first."

Cattle In Chicago were steady to strong¬ 
er. Hogs were active and lOfclfic higher, 
while sheep were steady. 


Hopes For Peace In South Africa. 
The renewed strength In cereal* and 
the revival of speculation in Kaffirs on 
the London Stock Exchange and In 
Paris and Berlin may mean something 
or it may not. A prospect of peace In 
Smith Africa and resulting activity In 
the Transvaal mines are the grounds 
for the Incipient rise. If It is continued, 
we may be Wire that the great operators 
have received Information which Justi¬ 
fies the advance In market valuations, 
for private enterprise under the stim¬ 
ulus of self-interest has always out¬ 
stripped the Government in dissem¬ 
inating news. It wm so In the old 
days of the mounted courier, when one 
of the Rothschilds cleared a fortune 
on private information as to the battle 
of Waterloo, and It Is still the way In 
these times of censorship over cables. 
No despotkmi In the world has been 
able long to keep capital in the dark 
a* to the movements which influence 
the markets. 

Truth to say, there Is some reason for 
believing the South African War U 
nearing the end Just at the time when 
thu home Government seems to have 
recognized that It may be Indefinitely 
prolonged. The London Statist, In it 6 
latest issue to reach this country, sug¬ 
gests thin view upon intelligence from 
colonies which predicted a long and 
bard struggle when London anticipated 
a swift and crushing campaign, but 
Which are now of the opinion lhat the 
collapse may come at any time. In¬ 
deed. there Is reason for this view, 
for the end of a guerrilla war¬ 
fare la only a question of time, pro¬ 
vided the attempt at suppression Is not 
elaxed and the means are provided 
the organized Government. Besides, 
'the British have been making some 
kprogr«‘*«. as Mr. Brodrlck showed in 
his last speech. Here Is what he said 
as to the looses of the Boers and their 
present numbers:

other klnrN. Among the Important re¬ 
cent pris- ners has been Command nit 
Joubeit. a famous name among the 
Boers. The Kitchener plan of block- 
hoii«**s is working well, and the British 
Government has at IasI taken steps to 
supply the Commandjr-in-chlef with the 
Ugh* mounted infantry absolutely essen¬ 
tial for the pursuit nnd capture of the 
Boers, if may be that these successes, 
small ah they seem, have yet brought 
Gen. Botha and his men Into a mure 
tractable state of mind for the recep¬ 
tion of the peace proposal? which there 
is considerable reaj»»u to believe have 
been forwarded from the Brit oh Colon¬ 
ial Office. These proposals, it is hinted, 
do not Insist upon the extinction of 
suffrage among the Boers, as has been 
supposed would be done. On thu con¬ 
trary. the British Government is 
thought to be making such concessions 
as becomes a powerful nation in treat¬ 
ing with such lover? of liberty and 
stubborn fighters us th-e Boev? have 
shown themselves to be. It may be 
that Gen. Botha U known to be willing 
to resume negotiations, and certainly 
the world hopes to see these patriotic 
men treated with the confederation that 
is due their devotion to their country 
and their unflinching courage. 

Southern Representation. 

The resolution of Mr. Moody, of Mas¬ 
sachusetts, on the first day of 
the session, looking to the re¬ 
duction of the representation of Lou¬ 
isiana. in the House, has naturally 
stirred up the people in that State and 
several others that are liable to come 
Into the scope of the proposed Inquiry. 
Mr. Moody’s resolution proposes a com¬ 
mittee to Inquire whether the right to 
vote of any male citizen of Louisiana 
over twenty-one years of nge was de¬ 
nied. or In any wise abridged, and If so 
whether the Ixmlsiana members are en¬ 
titled to seats. The committee Is to re¬ 
port at any time by bill or otherwise. 

While Louisiana alone Is named In this 
resolution. It is well understood that 
several other Southern States which 
have recently adopted new Constitu¬ 
tions are similarly situated. The refer¬ 
ence Is tb the second section of the 
Fourteenth amendment, which provides 
that when any State abridges thre right 
of men over twenty-one to vole, ex¬ 
cept for participation in rebellion or 
other crime, the representation shall be 
reduced accordingly. This amendment 
was declared adopted In 1 S 68 , and has 
never been enforced, although a num¬ 
ber of Northern States have since that 
time, and some do yet. deny suffrage 
to male citizens of the United States 
that are over twenty-one years of age. 

It Is Interesting to note that this so-call¬ 
ed Investigation is proposed by a Repre¬ 
sentative from Massachusetts, which 
denies suffrage to those who cannot 
rend. We say “so-called investigation** 
because that part of the resolution In 
pure humbug. It Is perfectly well 
known to all Intelligent people that 
there are male citizens of the United 
States over twenty-one both ln Massa¬ 
chusetts and Louisiana that are denied 
the right to vote. If a technical rule 
In the Constitution not regarded In the 
apportionment can operate to deprive 
a State of representation, then Mr. 
Moody himself has no right to a sent 
nnd so had no right to ofTer a resolu¬ 
tion. The circumstance that there are 
more Illiterates In the State of Louisi¬ 
ana than in Massachusetts could hardly 
affect the principle Involved. 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat, 
discussing this resolution, assumes that 
the object of It Is to overthrow the 
election laws of Louisiana and several 
other Southern States. It raises the 
question whether the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives has authority to pass upon 
the validity of the Constitution of a 
Stute, and answers It In the negative. 
It admits, however, the power of a ma¬ 
jority to exclude members from the 
House, and asks what the South would 
do If confronted with the alternative 
of losing part of Its representation or 
restoring the Ignorant and criminal 
vote. On this point It says: 

‘•The enjoyment of poetical equality 
ln the lower branch of the not'anal Ug- 
iehiuUre ;» desirable, but it la not to bo 
purchased ut the sacrifice demanded by 
Mr. Moody, of Mus#tt*'hue-*tts. and by 
the Henry Cabot Ijodg* political school, 
of which evidently Mr. Moody Is a do¬ 
cile pupil. The Southern people have 
deliberately, soberly, prayerfully nnd. we 
believe, wisely provided for the elimina¬ 
tion from politics of an clement that has 
persist cot. y debauched poMcal life in 
this section f<>r thirty years. On thd# 
question It may be said than tho South* 
baa taken position, and that It will 
never even for an instant be detested 
in Its purpose to protect, at whatever 
hazards and at whatever sacrifice, tho 
political, Industrial and social structure 
of this section from Influences which If 
permitted to become dominant would as¬ 
sail. undermine and destroy whatever 
may be worthy la Southern civilization.** 

If it were decided to cut down the 
representation of the States In propor¬ 
tion to the number disfranchised, how 
could this number be ascertained ex¬ 
cept by taking a special census for that 
purpose? The New York Press makes 
the absurd demand that the whole num¬ 
ber of negroes of voting age In the sev¬ 
eral Southern States Ik* taken from the 
census, that the number of Republican 
votes east at the last election be sub¬ 
tracted, and thAt the remainder be tak¬ 
en aa the number disfranchised. For 
example, the male negroes of voting 
p.ge In Louisiana by the census were 
147,348; number of Republican votes 
cast. 2.764; voters dltffmnchlMtd. MS,«34. 
We give these figures op we find them, 
though th«rc seems to he a blunder In 
tb*-m. This, however, does rot affect the 
principle. How alvuird it is Is shown by 
the Times- Democrat which says there 
are 26.0U0 or 20,00b negro males Jn Lou¬ 
isiana qualified for suffrage, nnd that 
such of them ns did not vole were vol¬ 
untarily abr.cnt from the polls The as¬ 
sumption that all negroes ate Repub- 
Rr»ins an»l all whites Democrats also 
lavolved In this calculation, Of course, 
n - "'*!» ■ 1 urd method r.s l‘i * 1 - Ulc ly 

lu be adopted In any event, but the 


argument shows the methods of at 
least some of those who are b r hlnd this 
movement. 

On the basis here suggested it Is es¬ 
timated that the representation of Ala¬ 
bama In the House of Representatives 
would be reduced from ft to 5; of Arkan¬ 
sas. from 6 to 4; of Florida, from 2 to 1; 
of Georgia. 11 to 6 ; Louisiana, 6 to 2 ; 
Mississippi. 7 to 2; Soulh Care linn. 7 tr> 
3; Virginia. 10 to 8 . In the eight States 
named, the reduction would be from 
58 to 30, or nearly one-half. On the 
basis of the actual number disfran¬ 
chised, the reduction would be much 
Ie*s. but still very* considerable. The 
votes of these States In the elector^ 
college would, of course, be reduced by 
the same number. 

It is not believed lhat anything will 
come of this resolution, but the offering 
of It shows the disposition In a certain 
element of the Republican party to 
keep up a crusade upon the South. Rut 
if the South Is to be disciplined for dis¬ 
franchising the Ignorant, other States 
must be similarly treated.

The Cotton Crop Gueseers. 

The British cotton spinners, in fact 
all European manufacturers, have once 
more been misled by depending on Uie 
Liverpool statistician. H. M. NelU. lie 
Is the man who cost them so heavily 
ln 1SK)0 by holding out for a big crop 
when every* Rian In the Soulh knew 
there was a shortage. This year he 
has repeated that performance. In 
September he was confident of a crop 
of between 10,500,000 and 11,000.000 bates, 
and In his last estimate came out 
plump and clear for 11,250,000. Now' the 
Agricultural Department, which is dis¬ 
interested and has greater facilities 
than any private Individual or associa¬ 
tion of Individuals, offers a conserva¬ 
tive estimate of 0,674,000 bales. The de¬ 
partment statistics are the only ones 
that remain ln memory, and while not 
accurate are the best we have. The 
manufacturers and the "bears'* w 111 not 
hear to less than 10.000.000 bales, but 
cotton options now average around 
eight cents, as compared with seven 
and one-half cents a week ago. The 
probabilities are that the Government 
Is nearer right than any of the other 
guessers, but to show how they differ 
the following list of the most prom¬ 
inent ones Is submitted:

It will be seen from this that only 
three estimates fell under 10.000.000 
bales. Latham, Alexander & Co. were 
closest to the Government and T. H. 
Price was only 200,000 bales out of the 
way. Neill, the British "bear,** heads 
the whole list for a big miss, but ho 
has probably done all the harm that 
Is In his power to do. Fortunately 
the movement has not been ns rapid as 
usual and better prices are likely to be 
realized by the planters for what Is 
left. The spinners who depended on 
mill will have more of this advance 
than anybody else. 

Senator Burrows* bill for the exclu¬ 
sion and deportation of allen.annrchlsts 
may be well enough ns far as It goes, 
but It stops far short of an adequate 
measure against anarchy. Not another 
ftreign anarchist might be permitted to 
land In the United States and every 
alien anarchist now* In the United 
Ftates might be deported, and there 
would still be enough aparchlsts left 
to do all the evil possible under their 
Infernal creed. The legislation that Is 
needed to suppress anarchy must be 
directed at anarchists Irrespective of 
their origin. It Is all bosh to say that 
the difficulty is to know who Is an an¬ 
archist. No law can reach the man 
who believes in anarchy yet is cow¬ 
ardly enough to keep his belief to him¬ 
self, Just as no law can reach th** man 
who would steal or murder, or Induce 
others to steal or murder. If he had the 
courage. But the man who openly ad¬ 
vocates the principles of anarchy is as 
easily distinguishable as Is the pirate 
who hoists the black Mac. and he should 
be treated as summarily as the pirate. 
Congressmen contemplating legislation 
against anarchy would do well to study 
President Roosevelt's message on this 
subject. Senator Vest would be a bet¬ 
ter leader ln this movement than 8ena- 
tor Burrows.

In a hovel on 
Jefferson street, above Hancock, he 
turned out dimes, quarters and half 
dollars nnd got them In circulation 
through his mother, who was then 
Seventy year* old. She succeeded in 
passing the coins all over the city. 
Finally a butcher ln the western part 
of the city got "next" and put the de¬ 
tective* on the trail of the old woman. 
She was traced to th»* counterfeiting 
den of her son. whose arrest followed. 
All the dies and an entire outfit were 
secured and destroyed, but little of 
the money turned up. The mother wa* 
turned loose and soon disappeared. 
Brill got live nr six years in the pen¬ 
itentiary and has evidently Just com¬ 
pleted hi* term, as he tells the Kan¬

William H. Crane gave David Harum # 
soliloquies at Macauley’s Inst night. True, 
there were other figure*, a pretense at 
plot, stage pictures and. now and then, 
an Incident or situation with the old 
horse trader left cut. But In dramutiu 
ns in book form. David is the one charac¬ 
ter that counts. All others are Introductd 
merely for the purpose of bringing out 
In stronger relief his quaint eccentrici¬ 
ties. homely philosophy, worldly wisdom 
and practical kindliness. 

Of course, the necessity of a love inter¬ 
est of some fashion has b en recognized, 
though it cannot be said that the Hitch¬ 
cocks In supplying new motives, new epi¬ 
sodes nnd new situations for the love af¬ 
fair of John Lenox and Mary Blake 
achieve a distinct Improvement over what 
Mr. Westcott who content to hint at 
rather than amplify. As It is. Mary 
Bluke on the stage Is a rather officious 
and lmpossllle young woman with a de¬ 
sire to straighten out John Lenox’s finan¬ 
cial tangles to upbraid the hard-hearted, 
champion the poverty-stricken and gen¬ 
erally to tilt at windmills. And as I>av d 
Harum Is always the windmill, the effect 
of Miss Blake’s efforts is not to add 
greatly to her churtn. But where she 
suffer*, the role of David for stage pur¬ 
pose gains correspo nd I ngl y. nnd for once 
the sacrifice of a pretty girl for the sake 
of a hard-shelled old horse-trader is not 
to Ik; regretted. 

The play. If so It can be called. Is a 
series of Incidents strung together so that 
David Harum can tell hi# stories, ex¬ 
pound his philosophy, display hi# shrewd¬ 
ness and give utterance to his equine epi¬ 
grams. The horse trade with Deacon 
l*erk!ns takes place in the first act. The 
stable opening on the rear center of the 
stage, the watering trough tn the fort*, 
ground, the presence of the bay horse, 
David and the Deacon make the picture 
wonderfully life like. The atmosphere la 
perfect and the fact that It fa "only act¬ 
ing" wholly forgot until the curtain 
fall* and the orchestra begins 11s attack 
on the wind and string Instruments. 

This first act also serves to get things 
started without too much needless ex¬ 
planation and would be really admirable 
If there were anything to be worked out 
from It. 

The second act takes place in Dav.d'# 
office In the bank. Zeke Swlnnsy. Chet 
Tlmson, Gen. Wolsey. Bill Montalg and 
Mary Blake all fall foul of David Harum 
for pome cause or other and each Is told 
a story erf a horse, mei with a chunk of 
wisdom or a Jest which is not always sand, 
papered. The story on Aunt Polly at the 
theater, the Incident of the counterfeit 
notes. Chet Timson’s resignation and the 
outwitting of Zeke 8wlimey meet a qu’.ck 
response or reody laughter. 

The third act is a representation of the 
Chflstmo* day. on which the famous 
story of the visit to the circus with Bil¬ 
ly P. Is told. John Lenox Is moved Into 
Aunt Polly’s spare bedroom 04id the 
Widow Cullom I# freed from the weight 
of those first and second mortgages. The 
circus story causes Mary Blake to with¬ 
draw her pr« diction of a future perpetual 
bonfire for David, ar.d the play ends with 
the principal players seated about the 
Christmaa board. 

The dramatists have been wise In their 
choice of matt rial from Weatcott’s story 
and the character of Davtd Is far better 
outlined than any other transferred from 
book to stage In recent years. It oould 
not b© better played than by Mr. Crane. 
The portrayal Is one followed In every 
detail with closest Interest nnd apprecia¬ 
tion. His humor is rich and mellow. His 
manner of telling David’s pet stories is 
Irresistible In Its drollery. While Mr. 
Crane expresses all the keen shrewdness 
of the character, he more than onus 
gives to his picture a delicate touch of 
pathos which Is so real and true that Its 
utterance I* followed by the truest of 
all rrlbutes. silence, until the actor brings 
laughter back once more by a trick of 
voice or manner, a gesture or the repeti¬ 
tion of one of Hamm's quaint sayings. 
The impersonation Is one of fine sym¬ 
pathy nrnl understanding and gives rare 
enjoyment. 

Next to Mr Crane, Lois Frances Clark 
Is to be commended for the thoroughly 
nrtlstlc way In which she acts the role of 
the Widow Cullom. It la beautifully 
shaded, tender and pathetic. William 
Sampson Is capital a# Dick Larrabee and 
Charles Jackson, in spite of a tendency to 
overdo. Is amusing as Chet Tlmson. 

An excellent piece of work Is done by 
Sheridan Tapper as Zeke Swlnney. 
Miriam Nesbit, who play* the role of 
Mary Blake, is decidedly pretty, but her 
acting suffers on account of the strained 
ami unnatural character she portra>s.

State Controller King to-day complet¬ 
ed the work of tubulating the tax ag¬ 
gregate* Tor 1901. The total shows that 
considerably more taxes will be collect¬ 
ed this year than were collected ther 
year before. The total valuation of 
realty and personal property In th® 
State under the assessment of this year 
Is 8340.359.148. on which tho tax 1# 81.- 
199.255.24. an Increase of 87,988.24 over 
1900. The increase in valuation on realty 
and personal property over 1900 Is 82.- 
285.245; on railroads 81.398.510. and « n 
telephone and telegraph companies 845,- 
649. making a grand total of 83.729,404. 

The total value of realty and personal 
property in Middle Tennesnee in 8148.- 
351.861. as against 899,121.928 for West¬ 
ern Tennesneee, and 895,170,604 for East¬ 
ern Tennessee. On this. Middle Tennes¬ 
see pay# a tax of 8519.231.39. ns against 
8346,926.74 for Western Tennessee and 
8333.097.11 for Eastern Tennessee.

In a twinkling he ripped 
the blazing garments from his wife’s 
body and then ran to the aid of his 
boys. Meanwhile. John Ryan and John 
Davern reached the scene. Davern 
wrapped the woman in his overcoat. 
8 he had been badly burned. Dr. Joseph 
Zuerner attended her at John Ryan s 
house. For awhile It was feared the 
shock and Injuries would end fatally, 
but last evening it was stated that Mrs. 
Briggs would recover. She has been 
removed to Louisville. 

Mr Briggs’ hands and faep were blis¬ 
tered. His beard was consumed and 
his head was singed. Despite his In¬ 
juries he hastened to Louisville and 
soon returned with his wife's sister. 

Mrs. Briggs carried her husband's 
money In a purse pinned to her clothing. 
She had $300 when the explosion oc¬ 
curred. Patrolman Wall found a part 
of the money Six dollars whs not 
burned, but $ 74.10 was partially de¬ 
stroyed. This was turned over to the 
First Natlonul Bank and it will be 
sent to Washington. 

The building in which the accident 
happened was damaged to the extent 
of $100. It was Insured In the Penn¬ 
sylvania Insurance Company for $1*0.

the last moment declined to be a party. 


Chicago. Dec. 5.—"King" Farmer has 
come to Chicago, taken the Board of 
Trade by storm and sent prices of all 
grains climbing above records. Business 
to-day on ’Change wns larger and more 
spectacular than It has been for a long 
time and hag rivaled the speculative en¬ 
thusiasm that mark'd the days, of 
Hutchinson and the other giant* of the 
pits. 

Natural conditions are back of the 
Upshoot Irf prices, but bull speculation 
has been the main Incentive. The whole 
country ride seems to be waking up to 
the ruinous shortage In the corn crop 
and the feeding of wheat to stock as a 
consequence has brought big buying In 
that cereal. 

General advances have been made In 
nil options of wheat, com and oats dur¬ 
ing the peet several weeks, but the 
arrival of thousands of farmers and 
stockmen to visft the live stock exhi¬ 
bition touched off the fuse under all the 
markets and sent prices booming. To¬ 
day the floor or the board was « spec¬ 
tacular show*.

AVhen prore«slonal 
speculators saw the farmer graspmg op¬ 
portunities they Immediately began to 
plunge Added to this Influence was a 
flood of general buying orders from the 
country, until th? outride Interests 
practically control the markets May 
wheat touched Its record price for the 
crop shortly before noon, selling at S 0 *&<\ 
Both December and May corn broke 
records of years standing. December 
selling at 05c and May nt f» 8 Vic It »s 
rumored there Is a corner In oats, but 
trade is large on both sides of the 
market that it Is not certain. May oats 
broke another record to-day at WKc. 

Although the transactions on the 
Board continued on a very large scale 
throughout all the session, prices did 
not hold to their record mnrks at the 
close. It was rumored that the Moore 
Bros had been buying large quantities 
of wheat for the past six weeks. George 
Phillips was reputed to have secured 
a large line of long corn, and James 
patten.

Western League Disposes of President 
Hickey and Elects James Whit¬ 
field To Succeed Him. 


TEBEAU IS ALSO FORCED OUT. 


N OW that everything In the Amer¬ 
ican League Is covered all over 
with a big cloak of harmony 
baseball fans and magnates are 
turning their attention to the meeting 
of the National League, which will be 
held In New York, beginning December 10. 
Chicago's representative. James A. Hart, 
left for New York last night. 

He goes to Gotham full of peaceful In¬ 
tentions. He does not w*ant to see a con¬ 
tinuation of the violent war between the 
American and the National Leagues, and 
while It Is not likely that he will Introduce 
resolutions tending toward peace he wdll 
favor such a move If it is started. 

“J was never in favor of war,’’ suld the 
president of the Chicago club to a Chicago 
Chronicle reporter. "I do not believe two 
baseball teams can piny In any city. 
They cause a division of interest und con¬ 
sequently such a division of patronuge 
that one or the other or both must ulti¬ 
mately go under." 

Mr. Hart would offer no suggestion as 
to the presidency for the National League. 
He went no further than to say thul he 
would like to sec "Mr. Spalding at the 
head of the league. He does not see how 
the National League can keep Mr Young 
In the position during the war which Is 
now on, because the incumbent has never 
been assertive and pugnacious enough 
when war measures were under consid¬ 
eration. "If there has to be war," fays 
Mr Hart. “It must bo waged right and 
with a ferocity equal to the fight wlm h 
is being waged against you." 

The only out-of-town American Le«ague 
magnates who %vcrc still In town yester¬ 
day were Tom l^oftus, of Washington, 
and Matt Killllca, of 8t. Ixiuls. former¬ 
ly of Milwaukee, says the Chronicle. 
These two men were with President John¬ 
son and Charley Comlakey all day and 
many conferences were held. While uo 
overtures of peace will be made by the 
American League magnates u Is likely 
that some representative of the new 
league will be present at the New York 
meeting so that nothing may be over¬ 
looked. 

There are magnates In the American 
league who would like to sec the teams 
of the two leagues playing under the 
sanv* rules so that there might not l»e 
confusion on the part of the spectators 
when they attend both games. Connie 
Muck, who Is chslnnun «*f lh»* Playing 
Rules Committee, stated yesterday morn¬ 
ing Udore he left for the East that he 
would like to see some understanding 
reached in regard to the playing rules. 

The only American Leaguer who was 
dissatisfied after the meeting hen was 
Henry Kittllea, and he is an American 
Leaguer no mure. He did not want Ills 
brother to go to t?t. Louis, and while 
he cleared away nil obstructions by sell¬ 
ing out his share of the stock he was far 
from being a believer when the meeting 
ended. The first question put to Henry 
Killllca when the meeting adjourned was: 
“Have they settled It. Henry?" 

"Well, they think they have." was hls 


HICKEY’S PLANS FALL. 


Western League Deposes Its President 
and Elects James Whitfield. 

A special from St. Joseph, Mo., says: 
The same cities will probably constitute 
the Western League next year. It did 
not take tho magnates long to get rid of 
Its president, Thomas Hickey, to-day 
when they finally got down to business 
It was the biggest surprise Hickey proba¬ 
bly ever received iu his Ufe, for he had 
hoped there would be minor baseball In 
whatever cities were left In league after 
hts n*-w' American Association had taken 
Ls pick of the players and that h** would 


hold the office of prescient of the Western 
league a* well as of tho new organiza¬ 
tion.

In the proposed minor I-mruo Tobcau 
first endeavored to withdraw hjs resig¬ 
nation as tin owner of tin* Kansas City 
franchise, and, failing in this, endeavored 
to Irnvr the transfer of the‘LVnv*-r fran¬ 
ch)*. from Mr. Packard to himself rati¬ 
fied. In this he also failed. He wh* rep¬ 
resented by an attorney, and says he will 
go into court und endeavor to compel 
recognition Of hi** rigid# tn the Denver 
dub. The member* of the meeting 
promptly told Tehran another nran would 
•wn ami control the Denver franchise. 
George Lennon, of »t. Paul, Is also out. 

Charles Nichols, th well-known Boston

-alary, th«- point being made that he wa- 
drawing pay from the Western league 
all the tirr>*‘ that ho was organizing the 
new association. 

J*me* Whitfield, of Kansas City, was 
elected prudent, succeeding Hickey 
Wh?n he took hi# *eat Hickey retired 
from th«* room. Preshtr-nt Whitfield call¬ 
ed a meeting of the league for 8 o’clock 
to-night, when the work for the coming 
»*atfbn was entered upon. President 
Rourlte. of tin Omaha club, was placed 
in a somewhat rmbarmiwing tx>drkm 
with some of his friend# In Omaha. He 
entered into :he new Assentation In good 
faith, but he says he discovered that 
Hickey and Tebean had planned to throw 
him Into the air at the first oi«portunlty. 
“A# a. matter of fact." say* Rourke, “the 
Omaha franchise had been offered to 
Mr Vanhnmt for St Joseph, and also to 
another city." He acted In his own in¬ 
terests and rays he was never mere sur¬ 
prised In hls* life when he realized that he 
w r a* to bo given the "double-oro*#."

The board was In executive session all 
afternoon. J. jB. Jones, of Wellsvllle, 
manager of Onondo Maid, the horse al¬ 
leged to be Choral, and a ringer, told 
Secretary Gochdr this afternoon that 
William Duke had arrived here from En¬ 
gland yesterday and had gemo to Wells- 
vlllo and that his affidavit that Choral 
was lu his stable In England would bo 
nutdo to tho board.

American Federation ol 
Labor Settles Question. 


ORDERS DELEGATE SEATED. 


M X N E B S’ REPRESENTATIVES 
CHALLENGED BECAUSE OF 
ARREARAGE. 


OBJECTION IS OVERRULED. 


Scranton, Fa., Dec. 5.—Two hundred 
and eighty-five delegate?, representing 
more than a million and a half work 
men, responded to the roll-call at the 
opening session of the twenty-first an 
rtual convention of the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor, which was called to 
order by President Samuel Gompers In 
Ft. Thomas College hall this morning. 
The convention Is said to be the larg¬ 
est congress of workmen ever held In 
this country. Organization, settlement 
of questions involving contested seats 
and the leading of the annual report of 
the president, secretary and treasurer, 
took up the entire time of the conven¬ 
tion. During the day one Important de¬ 
cision was made. It related to the con¬ 
tested seat of the delegate from the s 
Central Labor Union of Richmond, Va., 
which body refused to admit negro 
workmen to Its organization. The dis¬ 
pute was adjusted by seating tha Cen¬ 
tral I/ibor Union representative and In- 

truetlng the Executive Board of the 
American Federation of Labor to form 
a separate central union for colored 
men. 

When the names of the delegates rep¬ 
resenting the United Mine Worker* of 
America were reached In the roll-call, a 
stir was caused by C. L. Shamp, of 
Chicago, International secretary-treas¬ 
urer of the Brotherhood of Stationary 
Firemen, objecting to their being seated. 
He maintained that the mine workers 
were not entitled to representation in 
the convention because the per capita 
tax of $4,000 had not been paid to the 
federation. President Mitchell, of the 
Mine Workers, replied that hi? organi¬ 
zation wj's not asking for special priv¬ 
ileges. Several thousand of Its mem¬ 
bers were on strike almost continually 
for the past two years, and he said he 
had asked the Executive Board to remit 
the levy, because the miners had paid 
an assessment of $5,000 for the aid of 
the machinists. He sold If the conven¬ 
tion decided that his organization was 
In Arrears he would immediately draw a 
check for the amount. The matter went 
no further, and by an almost unani¬ 
mous vote the coal miners* representa¬ 
tives were seated. 

• • • 

Negro Question Bobs Up. 

Tlie negro question came before thp 
convention In the shape of a report 
from the Committee on Credentials. 
William E. Seal waa elected by the 
Central Labor Union of Richmond to 
represent It at the convention. It ap¬ 
pears that the Richmond central body 
refused to admit to membership negro 
workmen belonging to colored tobacco 
workers unions In Richmond. Henry 
Fischer, president of the National To¬ 
bacco Workers* Union, was instructed 
by two looal colored unions of Richmond 
to oppose the seating of Seal on the 
ground that the organization he repre¬ 
sented drew the color line. The com¬ 
mittee heard both sides and roecom- 
mended that Heal be seated, and also 
recommended that the Executive Board 
nf the American Federation of Labor 
be Instructed to form a separate negro 
central union In Richmond. The recom¬ 
mendations were accepted by the con- 
ventton without opposition. 

The contest between the American 
Federation of Musicians and the De¬ 
troit Centml Labor Union over the 
seating of the latter's delegate, was 
settled by the Central Labor Union be¬ 
ing recognized. The decision In this 
case was accompanied by recommenda¬ 
tions looking toward on amicable ad¬ 
justment of the differences between the 
Central Labor Union and the Musicians' 
Union In Detroit. 

Th* reading of the annual report of 
President Gompers consumed three 
hours Secretary Morrison’s report and 
that of Treasurer John B. Lennon, were 
also read. They were referred to com- 
mtttees. and nt € p. m. the convention 
adjourned until 9 o'clock to-morrow 
morni ng.

BRIBE MONEY. 


NEGRO WOMAN TESTIFIES. 


Patrolmen Joseph Pouteiller and Mike 
CoUlna were dismissed yesterday by the 
Board Of Public Safety as members of 
the police department. The men were 
caJled before the board on the formal 
marge of bein* guilty of conduct un- 
tM^comiiig officers. 

It was said that a warrant charging 
William Kay. colored, with disorderly 
conduct, was delivered to the officers to 
be executed. They failed to serve it. and 
In due time returned the warrant. Stay's 
wife swore that she gave the policemen 
SI not to serve the warrant and to let 
her husband go. In the meantime the 
man who swore out the warrant wont 
to the City Hall and complained to Chief 
of Police Gunther that the warrant had 
never been executed, and that Itay was 
not under arrest- Chief Gunther then 
began an Investigation of the matter. 
Ray's wife said that Bout el Her and Col¬ 
lins came to her and returned the 18. In¬ 
structing h»*r to use 12 of it to get Ray 
out on bond and to keep the other dol¬ 
lar. Ray had been arrested by other 
officers. 

The colored woman told s straight- 
forward story on tbe witness stand, with 
every appearance of frankness. She said 
the policemen told her not to give them 
the money' when any one was looking. 
She gave them $1.50 on one occasion, and 
they caine to her house after the bal¬ 
ance. Ray was unable to Identify the 
Itolicemen as "his friends," but the mem- 
Iwrs of the board wt*re reasonably satls- 
tb’d with the statement of the colored 
woman. 

BoutelUer and Collins denied emphat¬ 
ically that they gave Ray's wife any 
money, and said that they had tried to 
rx**cuto the warrant. A v-*te was taken 
find the patrolmen were dismissed. 

RooUtlller and Collins were two of the 
best<known men In the police def>aii- 
jnent. Boutelller formerly watched the 
"Chute" with Mel LRi>allle, and for a 
long time they had the reputation of 
being at the head of the department's 
list as thief catchers. Some months their 
fees for capturing felons amounted to 
n« much as their salaries. 


FIRE IN FIVE AND 

TEN CENT STORE. 


Blaze In Xirby's Basement Causes a 
Panic Among the Sales Girls. 


Fire ta the basement of F. M. Kirby's 
five and ten-cent store, 504 Fourth 
avenue, yesterday morning, caused a 
paitfc among the salesgirls. The blaze 
was discovered at 8:15 o’clock, and be¬ 
fore an alarm could be turned In from 
box 42 the building was full of smoke. 
Jt was suJTocatlng, and the girls rushed 
pell mell through the Green-street en¬ 
trance and the door that opens on 
Fourth avenue. 

Had the flames burst forth an hour 
later, some one would probably have 
lieen injured. There were few custom¬ 
ers In the store. Their thought? were 
not of fire, and all were thrown Into 
confusion when a man appeared at the 
top of the steps that lead to the base¬ 
ment and yelled "Are." 

The wraps and hats of the clerks 
were In the basement, but none cared 
to venture through the wnok**. 

The firemen arrived and found that 
the blaze had gained much headway. 
The cellar was stacked with crate? of 
merchandise and it was all Inflammable. 
The blaze wa.*. quickly under control, 
end Mr. Kirby yesterday afternoon said 
that the loss would not exceed $500. it 
was an hour before the excitement sub¬ 
sided. 


ASSESSOR'S VALUATION 

IS SUSTAINED. 


Board of Equalization Settles Com¬ 
plaint of Union Refrigerator 
Company. 


The Board of Equalization of city 
taxes yesterday sustained Assessor 
Murphy's valuation of the property of 
the Union Refrigerator and Transit 
Company. Mr. Murphy’s assessment 
was $200,000. The company complained, 
the officials saying that Its assessment 
should only be $1,600, or the value of 
four refrigerator cars which were In the 
city on September l. The board re¬ 
fused to reduce the assessment one 
cent, although a reduction of $108,400 
was asked for. The company's head¬ 
quarters are in St. Louis, but it Is a 
Louisville corporation and Is engaged 
In transporting meats and other things 
In cold storage. Yesterday the board 
gave a hearing to various wholesale 
and retail merchants who were sum¬ 
moned to show cause why their a.sees.«- 
Tticnts should not he raised. It is said 
* the Intention of n number of 
the members of the board to Increase 
the valuations of many of the retail 
merchants.

In the Reinecke Company's petition, 
which was filed in the United States 
Court at Owensboro, It was averred 
that tbe miners would commit acts of 
lawlessness nml injure Its property un¬ 
less restrained by the court. 

The case will come up for argumeut 
before Judge Evans In the Federal 
Court this morning, and a final disposi¬ 
tion will be made of the case. A tem¬ 
porary restraining order is now in ef¬ 
fect. It was granted by Judge 
Evans when the petition was filed by 
the coal company some days ago.

McAtee, J. W. Powell, C. B. Rogers, 
John L. Smith and L. 13. Munson. Mr. 
Man son is a now member of the board, 
having been elected last Monday to 
succeed S. B. Kennedy. 

Mr. Bush’s successor will not be 
named probably until the first Monday 
in January, when the regular monthly 
meeting of the Executive Commiltte© 
will be held. Vice President F. G. Sny¬ 
der will undoubtedly be elected. He is 
In direct line and Is very popular. Mr. 
Snyder represents the Liverpool and 
London and Globe locally.

LOTTERY VENDERS 

OUT OF BUSINESS. 


He Was One of the World’s Greatest 
Surgeons. 

Sir William MacCormae. who died at 
Bath. England, Wednesday, was one of 
the world's most distinguished surgeons. 
He was five times elected president of 
the Royal College of Surgeons, was sur¬ 
geon in ordinary to the Prince of Wales, 
now King Edward, and was honored 
with titles and dfcorations from most 
of the countries of Europe. He was con¬ 
sidered England’s greatest authority on 
surgery and antiseptic medicine. He ?aw 
field service in three wars. 

Sir William was born on January 17, 
ISSti, at Belfast, Ireland, and was the 
son of Dr. Henry MacCormae. He was 
educated at Belfast. Dublin and Paris, 
and received the gold tneda! of the 
Queen s University. Then he became 
consulting surgeon to the Royal Hos¬ 
pital at Belfast. 

In the Franco-German War Sir Wil¬ 
liam was surgeon of the Anglo-Amer¬ 
ican ambulance corps, and he arrived at 
Sedan ns the French Emperor stepped 
off a cattle train and rai*ped at the 
gate for admission. Six years lat. r he 
went through the Turko-8er via n War ns 
surgeon, and in 1839 volunteered to go 
to South Africa. Ills experience in the 
wars gave Sir William an experience 
which made him the greatest authority 
on gunshot wounds, a subject about 
which he wrote a book. 

In 1881, when he acted as secretary 
general of thO International Medical 
Congress in London, he was knighted 
by Queen Victoria, and in 1897 he was 
created a baronet and appointed sur¬ 
geon In ordinary to the Prince of Wales. 

The following year lu* wan one of the 
first to receive the Royal Victorian or¬ 
der. He had the Crosses of the legion 
of Honor. of the order* of the Crown «.f 
Prussia, th* Crown of Italy. St. [ago of 
Portugal, und Spanish, Danish and 
Turkish decorations. 

Sir William was regarded ns one of 
the must tiiaUngulshff! presidents the 
famous Royal College ever had. Among 
his book* are ’’Surgical Operations." 
"Antiseptic Surge!y" and "Notes and 
Recollections of an Ambulance Sur¬ 
geon." He delivered innumerable lec¬ 
ture*. and In 1899 delivered the Hunter¬ 
ian oration. 

His cure or the Prince of Wales* 
broken kneecap in 1899 was regarded as 
marvelous.

POLICEMAN FOR MANY YEARS. 


WAS BROTHER OF FORMER 
LIEUT. JAMES MGRATH. 


LEAVES A LARGE FAMILY.

John McGrath, a former Lieutenant 
of the Louisville police force, died sud¬ 
denly at his home at 1201 Pine street 
yesterday morning at 8 o’clock. The end 
came quickly, without pain and almost 
without warning, after a long illne?* 
from which Lieut. McGrath was thought 
to be recovering. His death removes 
one of the best policemen that ever 
watched a beat and an officer in wh«»m 
every patrolman bad confidence. 

He was born In Llsmore, County Cork, 
Ireland, fifty-eight years ago and came 
to this country* In 1853. making New' 
Orleans his home. For fifteen years he 
and hla brother. James, worked on I he 
Mississippi river steamboats. 

When the Robert E. Lee made her 
famous race against the Natchez In 
1S59, James and John McGrath were her 
firemen. John McGrath came to Louis¬ 
ville after the war and in 1868 became 
a member of the police force. He was 
assigned to the eastern part of the town 
and had the watches alutig the river 
front and about which are now known 
as Lafayette street and Linden avenue. 
Times without number, he was called 
on for desperate fights with river 
thieves and with the desperate men and 
women who infested the ”Chute.” 

Later, he was detailed fot* special 
work at the old Woodland Garden, 
Phoenix Hill Park and the other gar¬ 
dens and resorts in the eastern part of 
the city. It often»*d happened that .i 
crowd of loughs would try' to “take 
things.” but McGrath met them always 
half way and before his term of ser¬ 
vice was over had made those phu * - 
safe for women and children who went 
there solely for pleasure. 

When Mr. McGrath was promoted to 
a lleuitenantcy. his thorough knowledge 
of the territory caused him to keep 
down lawlessness to a degree that few 
other men have been able to do. 

In speaking of him yesterday after¬ 
noon. Sergt. Joe Davis said ”1 was 
under him for five years ami there 
never was a better policeman or office! 
He had the most remarkable memory 
I ever knew . He could see a man that 
ho had arrested ten years before and 
could not only reine-mt^er his face and 
name, but could tell the ohatgv «*n 
which he w*as arrested and the sentence 
Imposed for the offense. He never for¬ 
got a criminal and he never forgot a 
friend. He didn’t know what It svas to 
be afraid, ami tvh* i n be had h*s duty 
to do you could alwayn count on hLs 
doing it.” 

Jim Hendricks, who was under him. 
recalled tin- story of the arrest of Dunn, 
the famous horseman of Fhlcago. Dunn 
bad tieen drinking and had entered a 
public place and at tin* point of a big 
pistol was terrorizing the inmates. Mc¬ 
Grath heard of It. broke In through a 
window, walked up to Dunn, knocked 
the pistol to one- side and said: "I. nets! 
yez,” and Dunn W'ent. 

HI health caused the Lieutenant to 
accept a position as keeper of the First 
district station. Two years ago he re¬ 
signed from the force. 

H«* was the bust of u family of eiglq 
brothers and four sisters. His brother 
James was at one time a Lieutenant on 
the force. . , ,,. 

He leaves a widow' and nine children. 
Roger, who is secretary •»( tie* Board of 
Public Works; James. Edward, William 
Mr? Hermann MoeUer, Mrs. Timothy 
Foley and Misses Kate. Blanche and 
Virginia McGrath. 

The funeral will take place from the 
residence at 10 o’clock Sunday morning, 
the body being borne directly to St 
Alovhtus church und from there to the 
St. Louis Cemetery, where the Inter¬ 
ment will be made.

The first move of Internal Revenue 
Collector Craft to abolish political as¬ 
sessments among the men employed un¬ 
der him has been taken.
